INCOME OF ROCK 


In periods or low pnces It is 


essential for sheepman 
to 
save 


every lamb born, according to L.A. 
Kauffman, extension specialist in 
sheep for the Ohio State Univer- 
sity, who says that no other fac- 
tor is as important In determin- 
ing income from the flock than is 
the precentage of lambs born and 
raised. 


Lambs 
born 
from 
vigorous, 


healthy 
ewes, he 
points out, 


have a much better chance of 
reaching maturity than -those from 
weak, poorly fed ewea. If no grain 
has been fed the ewes,.some can 
well be added to the ration during 
the last few weeks the lamb is car- 
ried. This helps insure a strong, 
well developed lamb and a good 
flow of milk from the dam. 


The kinds and amounts of grain 


to be fed depend upon the hay 
available and the condition of the 
ewes. 
With high quality legume 


hay, oats is sufficient. However, 
a mixture of grains ia preferable. 
One pound of protein supplement 
to 7 or 8 of grain usually will suf- 
fice. 
With mixed hay more pro- 


tein is needed, and it is a good 
idea to feed 1 pound of supplement
